The vote on the klan was close and its taking was 
surrounded with scenes of acrimony and disputes such 
as have not been seen In a national convention in years. 
After repeated challenges and charges, the result 
was announced as 542 2-20 in favor of the plank as sub­ 
mitted by the platform committee, and 541 3-40 in favor 
of naming the klan in the plank.

financial conditions

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON. 


Today's lesson is a review of the quarter during which 
time we have traced the decline, fall and partial restoration 
of the Israelitish nation. 
Rehoboam has succeeded his father Salomon oil the 
throne of the kingdom. 
While in many ways the most re­ 
m arkable monarch of his day, Solomon's judgm ent was not 
infallible as sho^n by the heavy and inequitable taxes he had 
placed on the shoulders of his people to maintain his magni­ 
ficent style of living and by his selection of the weak and 
headstrong Rehoboam as his successor. 
The first act of the young king was to refuse in harsh 
language the petition of the people for lighter burdens. Then 
came the revolt of the ten tribes and the establishment of the 
northern kingdom under Jeroboam. 
From th at time onward 
the general tendency of the two little kingdoms was down­ 
w ard. 
At times the movement was arrested and but the 
pause was only tem porary and the people heedless of the 
warning of the prophets, continued to sink into sin and licen­ 
tiousness until they could no longer resist the enemies that 
encircled them round about, 
The northern 
kingdom 
went 
first and then Judah was conquered by Nebuchadnezzar, the 
temple destroyed and the city left largely in ruins.

The next chapter of the story is of the captivity in which 
the Jews learned a lesson impossible to teach them ih their 
own country'and the return from captivity. 
The whole dtaraa 
is somewhat on the order of the story of the prodigal‘eonV 
except that in this case the returned exiles found themselves 
forced to pay the price exacted by the iron clad law of retri­ 
bution and restore that which had been destroyed many years 
before. 
Not many who had a part in the restoration of the 
city and temple were living when the wickedness of the king 
and people brought about the extinction of national life, but 
they had to bear the consequences just the same. 
Such is a 
law* of nature that cannot be*evaded. 
Some one must pay 
and often we see around us people who are paying the con­ 
sequences of the misdeeds of others. 
Hence, the necessity of 
an upright life to avoid a legacy of suffering bequeathed to 
others. 
However *the great lesson may be summarized in a few 
words. 
God was ready at all times to accept repentant sin­ 
ners and when the Jews repented and turned from their idols 
they found a welcome in their Father's house. 
Such is the 
story of every individual life.

THAT FILING RECORD. 


Comment ai Various newspapers and in the hotel lobbies 
anent the recent filing of candidates for positions probably 
not vacant are, to say the least not very illuminating. 
The situation is attributable to an incident of 1918, when 
Jack Love was a candidate to succeed himself as corporation 
commissioner, and died before the primary. 
Governor Wil­ 
liams appointed Art Walker to fill Mr. Love’s term, and Mr. 
Walker filed and was nominated to succeed Mr. Love, being 
elected in the November election. 
Just before the time for filing elapsed, Warren Gill filed 
for the nomination for the unexpired terra, which would be 
from the time of the November election until the time for 
taking up the new term in January of 1919. 
Having no op­ 
position, he was elected, but when the legislature met in 
January to declare the election returns, his time, if he ever 
had any, had expired, and the special committee appointed 
to look into his case, is to all intents and purposes, still out, 
for it never held a meeting nor made any report. 
Since th at time men who have been appointed to fill 
out the term s of elective state officers have been requested 
by W. C. McAlister, secretary of the State election board, ta 
fill out filing blanks for these interim periods, and that ac­ 
counts for the filing of the various appointed judges and the 
filing of Governor Trapp. 
Mr. McAlister has made this a rule and has never been 
partisan in the effort, republicans and democrats alike being 
asked to make provision to avoid the fatal eleventh hour 
political undertakers. 
No court decision has ever been made in such cases, but 
there is a provision th at such officials shall be chosen at the 
next general election and it is possible th at the Gill contention 
was technically correct, hence the secretary has made arrange­ 
ments to prevent similar occurrences. 
Of course this does not hold in the case of the governor, 
as the constitution very plainly shows th at the lieutenant- 
governor shall fill out the unexpired term of the governor 
disqualified. 
Neither does it have any bearing on the case of 
the men who have filed for lieutenant governor, but it does 
account for the eleventh hour filing of those officials who arc 
filling out the terms of others, or who have been appointed 
to created judgships. 
There is nothing in the sensational reports relative to the 
filing of these men—just a plain, preventative against a re­ 
petition of the Gill episode.— Democratic Press Bureau.

%ighly inflamamble materials, and all 
that is needed iii dry weather to start 
a fire is to t<*ss a burning match, cig­ 
arette, or cigar over the fido of a ma­ 
chine.
